CHANCELLOR RENT’S PREDICA¬ 
MENT.

L. B. Proctor, author of •« The Bench 
and Bar/* contributes to the Buffalo 
Courier an nmusing incident in the his¬ 
tory of tlio great juriHt. 

Early in June, 1815, Chancellor Kent 
and his wife, in a private carriage, left 
their home in the city of Now York on a 
tour to the “County of UenMee/* as 
western New York was then called. At 
that time, though the distance did not 
exceed three hundred and seventy miles, 
the journey was more toilsome, protract¬ 
ed, nnd dangt-rouH than a trip from Now 
York to Oregon now is. On the liftli 
day out the couple lost their way, and 
night coming on, believed themselves 
doomed lo spend it in the open forest 
exposed to all dt» horrors and dangers. 
But just as Kent brought his horses to a 
halt, a light suddenly gleamed out of the 
interstices between the trees, a short 
distance ahead. Pushing onward once 
more, they found themselves iu a. few 
moments in front of a comfortable log 
house standing near the roadside. 

A woman, apparently thirty years of 
age, with a lighted candle in her hands, 
comes to the door.

The travelers also retired to rest. 
“Tired nature” hurried them swiftly on 
to the land of dreams. Suddenly the 
chancellor started up, exclaiming: 

44 Bessie, that outsido door is not fas¬ 
tened. Presently the man of the house 
will return, and seeing me here in bed 
with you, ho will, of course, think you 
ore his wife, and, Bessie, he won't relish 
that. Being a wood chopper, he will 
have his ux with him, and l»eforo I can 
explain matters, the chancellor of this 
State will stand a pretty good chance to 
be chopped to pieces—not a pleasant 
tiling to tlnnk of, Be-anie !”

Of these greut 
storehouses of learning, the National 
library of Paris is the largest, it contain¬ 
ing 2,000,000 printed volumes aud 150,- 
000 manuscripts. The second position 
is dispnted by the library of the Ilritish 
Museum aud tho Imperial library of St. 
Petersburg, each of wliioh claims to pos¬ 
sess 1,100,000 volumes. The next posi¬ 
tion among the greut collections of the 
world lielongs to the Boynl library of 
Munich, with its 000,000 volumes. Tlio 
Koyul library of Berlin has 700,000 vol 
umes; tlie Imperial of Vienna, 000,000; 
the ltoynl of Copenhagen, 550,000; the 
ltoyul of Dresden, 500,000; nnd the 
ltoyal of Stattgurt, 450,000. Next iu 
importance nro the great University li¬ 
braries of Cambridge and Gottiugeu, 
each of wbieh possesses 400,000 vol 
limes. The University of llresluu has 
550,000; the Hndleinu of Oxford, 310,- 
000; and the Advocates’ of Edinburgh, 
the Gruud-Ducal of Darmstadt, and tho 
City of Strushurg, 300,000 each. Tile 
following coutuiu 200,(XX) volumes or 
more: tin* Arsenal and tit.

HUMAN SACRIFICES IN AFRICA. 

A I'MM that kaa low FnnlM aa* Re. 
state all Mtarta Is AMMII. 

A correspondent of tha London Timet 
gives tho following vivid description of 
the scenes which attend the death of * 
" Cabooeor,” or man of rank, in Ashan- 
tee: 

Well, immediately after demise, the 
body of a Cabocecr is washed, anointed 
with sweet oils and grease, and sprinkled 
with gold dust The oils and grease 
cause the gold dust to stick to the 
oorpse, which, being black, throw* off 
the bright color of the gold to perfec¬ 
tion. The beard is trimmed into knots, 
and upon each knot are tied small bead* 
of glass and thin particles ef gold. 
Tho Ashanteea, you perceive, are as 
dainty in the decoration of the beards of 
their dead as the Assyriau dandies were 
of their own when living. In cloth of 
costly silkembroidered damask, or in 
velvet or in other rich garments, the 
body is dressed and ornamented with 
armlets and necklaces of gold and silver. 
Very often pure lumps or nnwrought 
nuggets of gold, bored through and 
through, ore strong upon a piece of 
hempen string and twisted round the 
forenrms in the form of bracelet*. Thus 
gayly bedizened and perfumed and 
cleansed, tho liody is placed upon a 
chair in a sitting attitude or is shown re¬ 
cumbent U]Kin a bed trimmed with 
gaudy drapery. When this combined 
rite of purification and garniture bos 
been completed the relations and friends 
assemble and begin to dance and sing. 
While the relations and friends are mak¬ 
ing merry a fotishmon or priest is led 
slowly into the midst of the festive 
throng, and tlto female slaves of the 
dead Caboceer are brought before him. 
After the utteranco of various iuoanta- 
tions ho pretends that the fetish has de¬ 
noted, by means of his mediation, a cer¬ 
tain slave for eloction to follow her mas 
master to the next world ; bnt I need 
not lie at much trouble toTsuggest to 
you that the members of tho family 
always decide beforehand among them- 
solvea which unfortunate wretch shall 
accompa iv the deceoHod chief. 

Being chosen, and by tho choico con¬ 
demned to die, the slave is stripped 
naked. Around her neck n wisp of hay 
is wound, and her onus are rudely 
pinioned with a rope of straw. She in 
now roughly dragged a second timo to 
tho presence of the fetishmon, who re¬ 
commends her, in a speech full of blosp 
hemous rhodomontades and rhetorical 
parade, to servo her master dutifully 
through the mazes of the unknown 
sphere to which he has been summoned 
on a journey. Dnriug tho delivery of 
the portentous exnortntiou ho is busily 
employed in daubing a white-colored 
earth over the face of tho weeping slave ; 
and, when tlie admonitory harangue has 
been exhausted, he strikes her severely 
with his open palm upon either cheek. 
Iu benighted zeal tho company snatch 
np the sacerdotal eno. They strive to 
rival one another in repeating the as¬ 
sault with the harshest violeuce, and in 
dealing the keenest pnin ou lier nude 
aud trembling person. 

Having tieen removed by dint of cuffs 
or manual force from the sight of tho 
fetishmnu tho slave is hurried to a wood¬ 
en box, into which the carcase of the 
Caboceer will evtntunlly bo squeezed. 
Along tbe lid of the box the slave is 
stretched upon hor stomach, and her 
feet and her head are grasped by two 
executioners, so that her struggles may 
he subject to coutrol. A friend of the 
dead Caboceer approaches tlio prostrate 
creature aud sloshes her with a sword 
just below the right shoulder-blade. 
Catching the blood which flows from the 
wound, lie smears tho box. YVhon a 
sufficiency of blood has been drawn for 
the purpose, she is lifted from the lid 
and is reviled, strack. and covered with 
spittle by the bystanders. AU the while 
slit! utters the loudest aud most grievous 
lamgutatious ; aud tlio louder aud inorq 
grievoua they ure, the more acceptable 
do tho toiturers deem the sacrificed 
gratuity to the dead Caboceer. .She is 
then driven to the snot where she is to 
be slain. When the head bus been cut 
off the heart is plucked out through nu 
opening in tho buck. All executioner 
receives the hend with yells and fmutie 
signs of joy, nnd runs with it through 
tlie town. Savagely und furiuusly lie 
tosses it to the ground and kicks it like 
a ball before him, snatches it up in bis 
flight, spits upon it, lliugs it into the 
air, catches it in its descent, or, per¬ 
mitting it to drop heavily, kicks it again 
and again. Tho body is never buried, 
but it is Hptirinnliisidc tube entou by wild 
beasts or vultures.

Au Opium M«r. 

k Hew York a* in Ban Francisco the 
Chnamen have their smoking dens, 
nawilly dark and dismal places on Bax¬ 
ter street, where they go to smoke the 
detdly drug opium. The proprietor 
futiishe* his customers with pipes aifU 
a dace to lie down. The drug is weigh- 
edont upon a rode pair of reed scales. 
Tb* weight need is a silver ooin. Each 
ranker is provided with a small horn 
bet, which will contain about fifteen 
eeita* worth of opium—enough to loot 
an average smoker all night. Tho prepa- 
rston hi undoubtedly adulterated, since 
it joeta the druggist <23.50 a pound. 

Hie pipes consist of a bamboo stem 
sal a porcelain bowl abont two inches 
indiameter, in tho center of which is 
Use receptacle for the opium. A small 
pfeoo of the drug is taken np on an iron 
rol and heated until it is dried to a 
pnper consistency. Then it is inserted 
itie the pipe, and tho smoker slowly 
dsiw* the smoke through, soon filling 
tb) whole room with a peculiar smell. 

A few doors below, on the same side, 
isanother place whore smoking is car- 
riel on, which doe* not differ materially 
fjmn "Old John’s." There is, however, 
atemplo in connection with it. On the 
sail is hung a gayly pointed picture of 
some Chinese god, at whoae shonlilor, 
oi one aids, man's good angel is ropre- 
santod, and on tha other his evil angel. 
Tbe faces are very groteaqnc, and re- 
stmble those painted upon tea chests. 
Hanging upon the picture are numerons 
tiisel and paper flowers, with faces 
minted upon the petals, and a little be¬ 
low the picture is a shrine, upon which 
stand two candles, to be lighted only 
upon festival occasions. In the middle 
ii a dish containing sand, in which are 
the bnrned fragments of numerous joss- 
sticks. The pious Celestial lights one 
of these, and, placing it in the sand en 
the altar, prays to his deity. From the 
ceiling hang two largo Chinese lanterns, 
and there is also a glass vessel contain¬ 
ing somo kind of vegetable'oil in which 
floats a burning wick. A cup of tbe 
some oil is placed iu the shrine for the 
especial use of tho god. Upon the walls 
nro hung bulletin-boards where the nows 
which agitates tho Chinese world is 
pasted. A curious scroll, resembling 
the red cover on a pack of flre-craokera, 
attracts attention, and proves to be a di¬ 
rectory of tho places or business of the 
principal Chinese merchants in Han 
Franciado. 


A Good Idea.

She is expected to dovoto 
some portion of every day of every 
week to careful reailiug and study, order 
aud system being substantial elements iu 
the plan, uud at least once a month to 
report progress to her officer, who, in 
return, gives advice, makes suggestions, 
and encourages or stimulates thestmleut. 
Once a year a meeting iH held of such as 
can come together, auil a general report 
is made, with special essays by students, 
and diplomas are given.

Indian Nut Gatherers. 

A Wiunemncca (Nev.) paper says: 
This is a busy seasou of tho year with 
those Indians who are industriously iu- 
cliueil, us tho piuti nuts arc ripe and 
miiHt lie gathered bofore the burrs oiieu 
and tho nuts full to the ground. The 
great harvest fields arc in the simtheru 
part of the county, in Table mouutaiu 
uud the East range, where the pine for¬ 
ests have been undisturbed by the pale¬ 
faces, being too rernoto from tlie quartz 
mills aud therailroud to make tho wood 
uvuilalile for fuel. Onee in two yearn 
the nut crop is abundant, and in early 
dnys it was tbe main reliance of the In¬ 
dians for winter supplies. The work of 
gathering them is quite tedious ; but tho 
patient squaws put in fnll timo during 
the harvest, anil accumulate many sack- 
fnls. Tbe eona or burr which contains 
the nuts is pulled from the tree and 
roasted, tlie oil or turpentine in the 
cones lining sufficient to partially burn 
thelu. This opens the lay-era under 
ueuth wliioh the nuts lie oonoealed, ami 
from which the nuts are shaken after the 
roasting process is completed. A white 
man could not gather a sackful in n 
month by working ten hours iu a day ; 
but the Indians arc skilled in the art, 
aud uu industrious squaw can guthcr 
several hundred pounds iu u few weeks. 
A few years ugo nuts were readily ex- 
cluiugcd by the Indiaus for their bulk iu 
flour, but recently tlie price lias been 
raised in consequence of ths demand 
created by the whites for the article.

All crowd to the socially 
safe quarter, where tho doctors raise 
tlieir fees and tho servants their wages. 
There rents of bare houses, incapable of 
subdivision, stand nt ten thousand 
francs n year, aud furnished houses of 
three floors nt thirty thousand francs. 
Meantime, there is not a park in the city 
where a lady can take a seat without be- 
ing approached by a man, nor does an 
American women enter a reasonable 
cafe without being stared at till she 
quits, while ruffianism nnd burglary in 
tho rural parts intimidate women and 
men.

Marshpield, Oct. nth, 1875. 

Mr. Editor:—! saw a statement In your 
paper, that Mr. George Bennett, of North 
Weymouth, raised on one third of an acre 
of land, 75 bushels of potatoes. I wish 
to say that Mr. Charles Williamson, of 
Marshfield, raised on one acre and fifty- 
one rods, 411 bushels, making 103 bushels 
on one third of an acre. C. W. 

Marshpield Fair.—T he abundance 
of matter provided for the report of our 
own society precluded the publication 
of a report of the fair of the Marshfield 
Agricultural Society, which had been pre¬ 
pared for our columns. In the list of 
premiums we notice, for ploughing with 
pair of horses, Albert Tirreli, of Wey¬ 
mouth, took the first prize of $ 5 , and also 
several premiums for cows and heifers. 


Mr. Editor:—A s the time for <air annual elec¬ 
tion draws near, and the claims of the several po¬ 
litical parties are persistentlv urged for our support, 
it becomes us to scan with all the wisdom we pos¬ 
sess, for the purpose of learning the cause and the 
cure of the great disturbance of business end of 
labor which now disturbs so many of our fellow- 
countrymen. 

I do not expect to throw much light upon the 
subject, yet in behalf of the portion of our fellow- 
men who sre being crushed by this anomalous con¬ 
dition. I offer some ideas and suggestions for the 
considerations of your readers. 

During the years that have transpired since the 
war, an increased amount of goods have been man¬ 
ufactured, resulting in large profits to those thus 
engaged, aud laborers have received for the most of 
the time a fair coniDensation for their toil. The 
tastes and culture ot the people have been advanced, 
and their ability to purchase has borne some com¬ 
parison to tlieir culture, so that there lias been a 
ready demand for the goods produced. Now it is 
difficult for me to see 1 why the education and cul¬ 
ture which is so enthusiastically sought and enjoy¬ 
ed by authorities and associations, and which is so 
ardently proclaimed as essential to the perpetuity 
of our republican institutions, should not be grati¬ 
fied, even at an expense which our grandfathers 
might have considered extravagance. To answer 
a high demand of natural growth, many things, the 
use of which were once considered a waste, are now 
felt to be necessary. 

Machinery, with a countless diversity of construc¬ 
tion and application, the product of the inventive 
genius stimulated during the war, has nude it easy 
to not only fill the market with those things ordina¬ 
rily considered essential, but also to minister to that 
education and culture which is so universally urged 
upon the pupils in our public schools by civil au¬ 
thority, and which is so rounded off and completed 
at the higher educational institutions chartered and 
aided by the State. Now 1 put the query, why 
should a people not be able financially, to consume 
what they produce i The question is asked for in¬ 
formation. It may be said that our imports arc 
large and are largely consumed, and in this way the 
people spend their money for that which they do 
not produce.• So are our exports large, and the 
balance between them against our exports is not 
enough to account for that condition, which makes 
it imjMissible for thousands of those who depend 
upon their daily labor for support, to obtain the 
necessaries of life. 

Another query. Why is it that those who come 
into the closest contact with our products, and 
who are the bone, and sinew, and brain which brings 
them into being, should be the least able to con¬ 
sume them f Now capital is a monopoly: and often 
scums the faintest intimation of perversity and er¬ 
ror, while the genial task is pursued of stuffing its 
coffers under those subtle arrangements provided 

S 'egislation which has made it so easy to accom- 
It the object desired, and at the same time 
uiled the masses for the last ten years. 

After some consideration of the sublect, perhaps 
not very critical, or wise, many are constrained to 
the belief, that the course of legislation for the last 
ten years hits tended to bring about the muddle in 
which we are now wading. 

Soon after the war commenced, when volunteers 
were not forthcoming as rapidly as desired, gov¬ 
ernment used compulsion, and dragged her subjects 
unwillingly into its service to be shot at In a 
short time, she got on her kness before money, and 
begged it to take her bonds at a discount. It is 
feared that in this, and only this, consisted the pat¬ 
riotism of many of those who took her bonds. ’* 
is best to be cliaritable, but am I not right ? 

These bonds upon which government pays large 
interest, and which coustitqtes nearly all her enor¬ 
mous indebtedness, arc exempt from taxation.— 
Government issued greenbacks and made them le¬ 
gal tender, and with a good deal of eclat, and after 
tlie severe ordeals and fluctuations through which 
they have passed, during which time business and 
labor were prosperous, we now find that business of 
all kinds is greatly depressed, and labor generally 
scarcely receives a sum sufficient to rudely feed, and 
clothe, and warm die form which God has nude, 
and for a time took upon himself. And why is this? 
Instead of greenbacks being employed in business, 
they are locked up in the city and country tanks, 
and the temptations of legitimate business are not 
sufficient to allure them from their hiding place un¬ 
der the fostering care and patronage of the present 
administration. 

The resolutions of the republican i«rty year by 
year, have expressed the determination to come to 
specie payment at the earliest possible elate; and 
one of the late acts passed by congress on the sub¬ 
ject, was one fixing a date after which such an 
event should be realized. Now with all the curs¬ 
ing and pampering which the dominant party has 
bestowed upon the capitalists and bond holders, 
not only by tlie means already mentioned, but by 
tax exemptions on state and municipal indebted¬ 
ness, and scarcely more than a nomnial tax on bank 
stock, railroad stock, and various other kinds of 
corporation property: 1 say notwithstanding all 
this partiality in legislation, when in the great in¬ 
terests of humanity relief is demanded, the pet 
scheme of the republican party is urged anew, 
that the value of every greenback dollar sliall lie 
enhanced fourteen or fifteen |K-r cent, and thereby 
ii) effect, so much and more increase the indebted¬ 
ness of the debtors, or borrowers, who comprise 
three quarters of the people of our country. 

In view of the facts and suggestions already con¬ 
sidered, are we not justified in believing that the 
bondholders and capitalists have had their own 
axes groud pretty sharp at the public expense.— 

It is the laborer and the man of small means that 
should be legislated for and defended, if there is 
to be any partiality in the business. Capital will 
take care of itself, with tlie natural vantage that it 
possesses. 

It looks reasonable that there are but two ways 
out ot the difficulity, one is, through a continuation 
of the present condition of things, ext 
through years, involving injustice, struggli 
suffering untold to those who labor, working with 
their own hands, endeavoring to earn tfieir bread 
by the sweat of their brow. 

The other is by deicating tlie republican party 
at the coming election, and subsequent elections, 
and thereby introducing reforms, embracing rigid 
economy in the administration of government, a 
reduction of salaries and of the number of officers, 
and a reconsideration of some of the financial 
legislation of the past. This |>euplc have ceiuc to 
be too intensely governed; more so than they 
would choose to lie, and it is about time to 
slough off a large number of the hangers on, who 
seem to fed that they were born to govern, and are 
persistent in exercising their sell constituted 
prcrogative t without any regard to the wishes of 
the people in this respect. 

Now Mr. Editor, intending no unkindness to 
any class, condition, or person, by thus expressing 
my thoughts, but rather seeking the end of justice 
and tight by attacking a system, 1 submit tlie above 
for the consideration of yonr readers.

William Miller, the wrestler, recently 
had a conversation with a reporter of the 
Ran Francisco Chronicle , of which the 
following is the substance, the reporter 
beginning his * narrative by describing 
the “ professor •• as a powerfully-built 
man, of “more education and intelli¬ 
gence than most men in his business.” 

Miller, while in course of tarfniiiff, 
arises at six o’clock every morning.

After hslf an 
hour's rest, he eats s broiled chop snd 
some stale bread, and drinks two ^nps 
of wreak tea, with very little sugar and 
milk. He never uses tobacco. After 
his breakfast has digested he pounds and 
bruises his trainer, nnd nis trainer 
pounds and bruise* him. It is not con¬ 
sidered essential that a trainer should bo 
a “ match ” for his pupil; that is, the 
pupil docs not think so. Miller’s trainer 
has not expressed an opinion. There 
ore thirty or more “ holds ” in scientific 
wrestling, and as many “ stops ” te pre¬ 
vent falls. An hour’s rest succeeds the

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Liquor I’rohirition Movement.— 
The movement for the prohibition of the 
sale of intoxicating drinks is not of yes¬ 
terday. Twenty years ago what is known 
as the “Maine Liquor Law” was brought 
into operation, and among the adherents 
of the temperance cause there has exis¬ 
ted much contrariety of opinion in regard 
to this question. In the estimation of 
some, any legislation is regarded as being 
an interference with the liberty of the 
citizen, and rather than have this coercion 
it is better, they say, that there should be 
voluntary action in favor of temperance 
principles, as the result of intelligent con¬ 
viction. Those however, who hold to the 
opposite idea, are numerous and strong, 
and, as present agitations prove, they 
are now in a position of such importance 
that they influence in no small degree 
the prospects of our political parties.— 
When a public movement attains such a 
position of prominence and power that 
candidates for our Legislature are com¬ 
pelled, from the sheer force of public 
opinion, to give it attention, and dare not 
pass it over in silence, it is pretty certain 
it will ultimately triumph. This favora¬ 
ble condition, the movement for the le¬ 
gal prohibitation of intoxicating drink 
seems to occupy. But it must not be ex¬ 
pected that this question will be ever 
successful without a violent struggle ; 
there are various Interests to consult and 
prejudices to allay. The friends of the 
movement should not feel discouraged if 
they sustain defeat at the ballot box ; it 
will not be the first time that a wise and 
useful measure has been defeated, for the 
time being, through a combination of in¬ 
terested parties, or by the force of mis¬ 
representation and prejudice. When 
thoroughly understood, this prohibition 
question has its foundation in the essen¬ 
tial elements of public morality, of so¬ 
cial and domestic comfort and happiness, 
and of orderly and successful government. 
If rightly and wisely conducted therefore, 
it is certain to triumph. Let nil our vo¬ 
ters who are in sympathy with this move¬ 
ment, do their duty on Tuesday. This 
question is the only issue before the peo¬ 
ple on the present occasion, and let every 
voter come to the polls early, and if there 
is ploughing to be done, let the wife do 
it tor that day. We want to be counted. 
It is the “five men” that saves the city.
